with his itnigi nation. Let ua hope ibal 
by and by he will awake, and be restored 
to hia leniei. 

We have thui ende«™tiTtd to give the 
pith and kernel, Ihe mirfiw and falnrw. 
of this wordy debate. We «*e in il 
nothing to alter the viewi we .*"»d P«- 
fiouily formed. The alleged injur*:-* of 
aiing the tqu altera for police parpoaea, 
and hariug the ml of the colony free, 
has no! been ditproved. The argument 
employed on the teat* of Ibe traneboun- 
dary police being a source of ***rw c*- 
pensr amount! lu nothing, because the 
like inequality exiate amougtl the Police 
Diatricti within the boundaries, Voc ex- 
ample, the eipensef of the Pi j ram all a 
Diatrict average it- Bd. per head of ill 
inhabitant!, while those of the Camden 
and Narrtllan District avtngr only li. ii. 

Neither do we perceive any thing to 
shake our conviction that Umiatera in- 
Koded, in sec. 4 of chap. it. of lb* Order 
in Council, lo make o?et to the colonial 
legultluri a pari of Ihe coo.ideiation 
payable by the ■quallrn for the ptiviLegei 
conferred upon them. We have shown
